IT also recommend The 
No Complaining Rule by 
Jon Gordon. It’s a simple, 
short, easy read, presented 
almost as a modern-day 
fable. The book presents 
trouble in a business, many 
employees talking behind 
backs, an atmosphere with 
negative energy, a lack of 
confidence and trust in the 
leadership, and manage- 
ment out of sync due to 
their own doubts and inter- 
nal competition. 

The business 
owner/CEO realizes the 
negativity, hears the be- 
hind the scenes complain- 
ing, and acknowledges that 
this is not a culture that 
will lead to long term suc- 
cess. 

The business owner 
places his trust in the head 
of Human Resources (HR). 
He asks her to quickly de- 
velop a plan to change the 
company’s working envi- 
ronment. He gives her a 
tight deadline of the follow- 
ing Monday. The message 
is clear: this is urgent. 

After great thought, 
Hope, the head of HR, out- 
lines her ideas for solution 
and presents them to her 
business owner, who imme- 
diately gives his approval 
for implementation of her 
plan. 

Some of Hope’s key prin- 
ciples are: 

A positive environment 
and culture are everything; 

Positive leadership is es- 
sential; 

We must relentlessly 
make our culture and our 
people a priority at all lev- 
els; our people deliver our 


care about them; 


We need positive commu- 
nications, interactions, and 
conversations; 


We need to listen to our 
people and we need to em- 
power them; 


And we need to become 
solution and innovation 
based. 

Hope and her business 
owner implemented a No 
Complaining Rule. Yes, 
there are times when com- 
plaints are legitimate. So, 
the rule was complain only 
if you also offer a solution.

Rep. Borton takes aim at 
burdensome new deer 
reporting requirement 


State Rep. Ken Borton 
and the Michigan House of 
Representatives today ap- 
proved a plan to blocka 
state order requiring 
hunters to report har- 
vested deer to the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
within 72 hours. 

House Bill 6354, which 
Borton co-sponsored, 
would prevent the Natural 
Resources Commission 
from requiring hunters to 
report harvested deer. 

“The unelected Natural 
Resources Commission has 
again issued ridiculous 
new burdens on Michigan 
hunters,” said Borton, R- 
Gaylord. “Numerous 
Michiganders take to the 
woods every year to try to 
bag a deer, and new online 
reporting requirements — 
with criminal penalties — 
are unreasonable. Our plan 
will get rid of these unnec- 


essary reporting require- 
ments and relieve the bur- 
den on deer hunters in 
Northern Michigan and 
around the state.” 

Michigan’s Natural Re- 
sources Commission in 
June adopted an order to 
require hunters to report 
deer kills within 72 hours 
of retrieval or before trans- 
ferring the deer to another 
person. Through the DNR’s 
online system, hunters 
must report the date of the 
kill, exact harvest location, 
antler points, type of deer, 
kill tag license number, 
and hunter’s date of birth. 
Violations of wildlife con- 
servation orders are misde- 
meanors and may be 
punished by up to 90 days 
imprisonment and a $500 
fine. 

The plan now advances 
to the Senate for considera- 
tion.

50-acre forested natural 
area protects nearly a mile 
of frontage on Crooked 
Lake. The forests on the 
preserve are mature and 
contain many large trees, 
especially eastern hem- 
locks, white pine, and some 
large sugar maples. There 
have not been any timber 
harvests since the 1950’s, 
according to aerial im- 
agery, and it has likely 
been much longer since 
any logging has occurred, 
and some trees might even 
predate the logging boom 
of the late 1800’s. Portions 
of the forest in the Oden Is- 
land Nature Preserve ap- 
proach old-growth forest 
characteristics. A success- 
ful fundraising effort in 
2000 resulted in the Conser- 
vancy’s purchase of this 
large, undeveloped water- 
front property, closing the 
door on development pro- 
posed for the site. The pre- 
serve protects a valuable 
shoreline forest that helps 
keep the water clean for 
swimming, boating, and 
fishing on Crooked Lake.

Four Months Post Tornado Housing Shortage Worsens 


The Refuge, Otsego 
County’s solution to home- 
lessness is gearing up for 
their traditional fall and 
winter season, October 
thru May. However, noth- 
ing has been traditional 
about their services over 
the past few years consid- 
ering the pandemic and 
tornado. The Refuge 
houses homeless individu- 
als in local hotels when 
they are in a crisis. Regard- 
ing tornado relief: 34 
households have received 
services from The Refuge, 
92 people-70 adults and 22 
children under 18 and 29 of 
those households received 
financial help with tempo- 
rary housing. Chris Cza- 
jkowski, the Refuge Case 
Manager noted they usu- 
ally help an average of 55- 
60 persons over the eight 
months they are open. 

“There are six tornado 
families living in 
campers,” said Erin Mann, 
Disaster Recovery Coordi- 
nator. “This is heartbreak- 
ing after all the suffering 
these individuals have 
been through. But I want 
to remind our community 
that our solution to home- 
lessness during the months 
of June thru September is 
giving people tents and 
telling them where they 
can camp. We were in dire

They have three children, 
two have graduated and 
their son is in 9th grade at 
Charlevoix. 

The student body at 
Ellsworth Community 
School is about 240 in K — 
12, and Aaron points out 
the pros and cons of a 
small school and commu- 
nity. Challenges include 
finding people who will do 
the work needed to provide 
learning opportunities for 
their students, in and out 
of the classrooms. In fact, 
those at the school wear 
many hats. 

In general, a huge chal- 


lenge faced is finding 
teachers. This is true all 
over our country. In the 
past, when posting for a 
position, they may have re- 
ceived 100 or more appli- 
cants. This most recent 
posting received just six 
applicants. Let’s hope our 
national and state govern- 
ments recognize and ad- 
dress this situation, 
focusing on what is best 
for the future of education, 
without regard for “party 
boundaries”. Currently 
our shortage of teachers 
surely does not bode well 
for our future. We need en- 
ergetic, enthusiastic and 
qualified teachers, for cer- 
tain! 

COVID was a challenge, 
still is, to an extent, but 
thankfully much less so 
today. There are still 
COVID tests and a few pos- 
itive results and this will 
continue to be monitored. 
Fortunately, masks are not 
required except in rare in- 
stances. 

The highest priority for 
Ellsworth Community 
School is a safe, nurturing 
environment — and it cer- 
tainly is. Ihave known a 
number of children who 
have been through the 
school and without excep- 
tion they are outstanding 
young women and men 
and credits to the 
Ellsworth community.

straits before, and the hap- 
penings of May 20 intensi- 
fied this already 
horrendous situation.” 

Almost four months 
after the tornado there are 
still families displaced by 
the disaster living in ho- 
tels, campers, with friends 
or family, or homes still in 
need of repairs. However, 
The Refuge has transi- 
tioned their clients out of 
local hotels. There is hope 
on the horizon as Otsego 
Antrim Habitat for Hu- 
manity (OAHH) wraps up 
their work in Nottingham 
Forest, the manufactured 
home hit by the tornado. 

“Healing is happening. 
At Nottingham, individu- 
als are relieved that their 
trailers are leveled and tied 
down thanks to Habitat. 
Many are still experienc- 
ing trauma from the event, 
there’s a long road ahead, 
but there are still moments 
of joy as people recover in 
some ways,” said Cza- 
jkowski. 

Since the Gaylord tor- 
nado did not qualify as a 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency disaster 
there were no options for 
temporary housing pro- 
vided by the government. 
The only solution was ho- 
tels or people finding their 
own housing. With support

of local hotels, Czajkowski 
was successful in getting 
disaster survivors into ho- 
tels, despite the challenges 
of high rates during the 
summer tourist months - 
but there needs to be a 
more permanent solution 
to the lack of affordable 
housing. “Nights and 
mornings are getting cold, 
and it is only September. 
There are eight families or 
individuals camping or 
sleeping in their car that 
are not tornado survivors. 
When the Refuge reopens 
October 1, those people 
will be knocking on my 
door and I am nervous on 
how we are going to house 
them plus the survivors be- 
yond hotels,” said Cza- 
jkowski. 

The destruction has only 
compounded the lack of 
housing. At least three 
rental units in Gaylord, not 
including Nottingham For- 
est were demolished or suf- 
fered damages by the 
tornado. One of those land- 
lords is not rebuilding. 
Waiting lists at low-income 
apartments are long and 
rental prices are increas- 
ingly unaffordable. Be- 
cause of this the Otsego 
County Economic Alliance 
(OCEA) is completing a 
housing assessment.

nomic Alliance has been 
working proactively to ad-

The original side of 
Boswell field was at the 
current community park. 
This large tract of land 
had originally been used as 
the Charlevoix County fair- 
grounds. In the late 19th 
century, county residents 
frequented the area each 
fall to celebrate a bountiful 
harvest. 

By the late 1940s the 
local high school team, the 
Red Devils, had established 
themselves as a force on 
the gridiron under the 
leadership of future col- 
lege and NFL coach Dan 
Divine. East Jordan went 
undefeated in 1948 and 
1949. Coach Divine left East 
Jordan in 1950, But by 1955 
, the East Jordan board of 
education purchased the 
fairground property from 
Charlevoix County for ath- 
letic purposes. It then be- 
came the home to East 
Jordan Red Devil football 
and track. 

It was in the fall of 1962 
that the field was given its 
iconic name Boswell field. 
The board of education 
named the field after Greg 
Boswell, who’s personal in- 
terest, and effort for East 
Jordan sports ,stood out 
and the board wanted to 
recognize his outstanding 
service, by naming the 
field after him. 

Some years later, a tor- 
nado took off the original 
covered portion of the 
grand stands. The commu- 
nity rallied together to re- 
build the structure to its 
new found glory. Fast for- 
ward to the 1980s and the 
facility had become worn 
down and it was clear a 
new stadium would be 
needed. 

A location behind the 
high school was chosen 
and with a gift from the 
city of East Jordan of addi- 
tional property. The East 
Jordan Schools superin- 
tendent, Chip Hanson was 
tasked with and completed 
at a construction pace 
never seen before on such 
a scale. The complex was 
entirely constructed with 
funds from the Malpass 
foundation. 

On October 2nd 1992 
Over 2000 people attended 
the inaugural event. With 
the fall colors in full bloom 
surrounding the complex, 
it is regarded as one of 
Michigan’s finest facilities, 
designed by MC Smith As- 
sociates architectural 
group. 

Remarkably, two of East 
Jordan’s legendary 
coaches have been en- 
shrined into football halls 
of fame. After leaving East 
Jordan in 1950 for Michi- 
gan State University, coach 
Divine eventually became 
the head coach at Arizona 
State and later University 
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of Missouri, before em- 
barking on a 4 year stint as 
head coach of the NFL's 
Green Bay Packers. He re- 
turned to the college ranks 
at Notre Dame where his 
1977 team won the national 
championship. He retired 
in 1980 and was elected to 
the college football Hall of 
Fame in 1985. 

East Jordan is also 
proud to have had semi pro 
hall-of-famer Frank Holes 
lead the Red Devils. Coach 
Holes led the Red Devils in 
East Jordan during the 
1970s and eighties. He was 
inducted into the semi- pro 
minor league Hall of Fame 
as a player, on June 7th 
2022 in Canton, Ohio. 

The evening was special 
for so very many reasons.

ing such an incredible 
place, a place for the stu- 
dents and community to 
participate in such a myr- 
iad of events and activities, 
but those that began this 
process, came back to cele- 
brate it. All of them. 

Now there were those 
who couldn’t make it, but 
thank technology for con- 
necting us when miles 
keep us apart. I just had 
this experience witha 
group of people that I’ve 
had nothing but positive 
experiences with for 15 
years or so as a Sports offi- 
cial. What I saw tonight 
was a true community. 
Started by incredibly hard 
working people who set up 


a system to help them- 
selves when times and cir- 
cumstances demanded the 
best for the present, and 
the future of, all the people 
who call this area home. 

Steve Hines who wears 
several hats for E.J. includ- 
ing assistant athletic direc- 
tor was quoted as 
saying, “I’ve been here for 
30 some years, I’ve been 
able to raise my family ina 
safe, incredible community 
that truly cares about its 
future. Think about all the 
people who come here for a 
week or two. They rave 
about our natural re- 
sources, our towns and 
views. We get this every 
day. Our little slice of 
heaven.”

AN ORDINANCE TO DESIGNATE AN ENFORCING AGENCY TO 
DISCHARGE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF NORWOOD TOWNSHIP, 
CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN AND TO DESIGNATE REGULATED 
FLOOD HAZARD AREAS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE STATE CON- 
STRUCTION CODE ACT, ACT NO. 230 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS 

OF 1972, AS AMENDED. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF NORWOOD, CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 


Section 1. 


Agency Designated. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the state construction code, in accordance with Sec- 
tion 8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, the Charlevoix 
County Building Official is hereby designated as the enforcing agency to discharge 
the responsibility of Norwood Township, Charlevoix County, Michigan under Act 
230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended. Charlevoix County has assumed re- 
sponsibility for the administration and enforcement of said Act throughout the cor- 
porate limits of Norwood Township. 


Section 2. 


Code Appendix Enforcement. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the state construction code, in accordance with Sec- 
tion 8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, Appendix G of the 
Michigan Building Code shall be enforced by the Charlevoix County Building Offi- 
cial throughout the corporate limits of Norwood Township, Charlevoix County, Michi- 


gan. 


Section 3. 


Designation of Regulated Flood Prone Hazard Areas. 


The Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) Flood Insurance Study 
(FIS) Entitled “The Flood Insurance Study for Charlevoix County, All Jurisdictions” 
and dated September 15, 2022 and the Flood Insurance Rate Map(s) (FIRMS) 
panel number(s) of 26029CIND1B and 26029CIND2B and dated September 15, 
2022 are hereby adopted by reference for the purposes of administration of the 
Michigan Construction Code, and are hereby declared to be a part of Section 
1612.3 of the Michigan Building Code and to provide the content of the “Flood 
Hazards” section of Table R301.2(1) of the Michigan Residential Code. 


Section 4. 


Repeals. 


All ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance are hereby re- 


pealed.
